Says Railway Will Be Built Some 
Day but That He Does 
Not Care to Repeat 

His Journey.

_ After nearly perishing on his third at- 
Aemmpt to travel from Paris to New York 
Overland. Harry da Windt reached Chicago 
esterday on his way eagt. He is atithe Au- 
aitorium hotel. 

Mr. de Windt left Paris on Dec. 19, 1901, 
with three companions, determined to dem- 
onstrate that the proposed Transsiberian and 


[Alaskan railroad was practicable, and that 


At would be possible to make the journey 
from Paris to New York by rail if such - a 
Une was ever constructed. 

„We have no dubt that the railroad will 
be constructed some time, and believe it will 
mot be many years before one may take the 
trip by rail,“ said Mr. de Windt. Ten thou- 
sand dollars, however, would not induce me 
to take the same trip again as we made it. 


De Windt and his companions were found 
nearly dead from exposure in a cave on the 
Siberian coast by Capt. Cottle of the whiier, 
William Bayliss. This was early last June. 
They crossed Bering sea in the United States 
revenue cutter Thetis, and after that their 
hardships were nearly over. 

The story of their trip is a continuous rec- 
ord of struggle against mighty obstacles. 
| Undaunted by two previous failures they 
fought their way on, determined to succeed. 
The first stage of the journey was made over 
the Transsiberian railway. This took them 
as far as Irkutsk. There they embarked on 
a trip of 2,000 miles to Yakutsk, traveling the 
entire distance in horse sleighs, Yakutsk has 
the reputation of being the coldest town on 
earth, and Mr. de Windt declares the reper 
tion is well earned. | 


De Windt Tells of Hardships. 

Speaking of that part of his journey, the 
traveler said: 

“The distance was covered by means of 
122 drivers and 7382 horses. The total cost. 
for each sleigh was under $150." 

From Yakutsk the travelers’ journey took | 
them 700 miles to Verkoyansk, thence north- 
east 1,300 miles to the town of Srednikoly~ 
nisk. 


t brought us from Irkutsk 
for small rein- 
deer sleds about seven feet cy three, cov- 
ered in by canvas and reindeer skins,” said 
Mr. de Windt. “ Bear skins formed the 
beds and there we lay at full length, day after 
day, night after night, for the next two 
months, while a Yakute driver urged on his 
deer train. rann furs were useless in that 
‘region. 
Travel Through Frozen Wilds. 
“The traveler bound for the Kolyma dis- 
trict must take all his provisions in a frozen

| state, for food is scarce along that lonely 


tract of 1,800 miles. The reindeer stations 
are 150 to 200 miles apart, but shelter huts 
are located at shorter intervals. These are 
little houses of wood and water in the form 
of slabs of ice, but nothing else. 

“The stupendous difficulties of that over- 
land journey from Paris to New York can 
be realized only by those who have encoun- 
tered them. 

‘From Srednikolynisk our next dash was 
2,000 miles to the shore of Bering sea, dogs 
being our motive power. The cold was ter- 
rible. At times the thermometer registered 
78 degrees below zero, and for 500 miles we 
did not see a hut.“ 


Found on Siberian Coast. 

At last the inhospitable seashore was 
reached, and there the entire party nearly 
perished from exposure and hunger. They 
were found at a place called Whadyluk by 
Capt. Cottle, who supplied them with provi- 
sions and offered to take them off in his boat. 
This offer De Windt declined. 

After reaching Cape Nome De Windt and 
his companions went to Seattle, and from 
there to San Francisco. 

Twice before De Windt had failed in the 
effort, once being driven back by unfriendly 
savage tribes in northern Siberia, and once 
turned back by the war in China. 

The explorer was aided materially in his 
present trip by the American and Russian 
governments, the Siberian officials being or- 
dered to take every precaution to insure the 
safety of the explorers against unfriendly 
natives, and the United States revenue serv- 
ice in Alaska being ordered to keep a lookout 
for the party. | 


Twice Failed in the Attempt. 

In May, 1806, Mr. De Windt started out on 
his first venture into Siberia. He set cut 
across Canada and British Columbia. From 
Juneau, on the Alaskan coast, they went to 
Fort St. Michael, on the Bering sea. This 
Journey lasted three months and was one 
of extreme hardship and exposure. 

Having crossed the straits successfully, 
De Windt and his companion finally landed 
at Cape Tchaplin, on the Siberian Bering 
sea coast. He fell into the hands of Koari, 
chief of the Tchuktschis. The natives stole 
his supplies, and after three months of suf- 
fering he was rescued by the American 
whaler Belvidere.

Denver, Colo., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—A com- 
promise is more than likely in the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron litigation. Judge Riner of the 
United States court tonight decided adverse- 
‘ly to the Gates-Mitchell faction on every 
count of their claim for an injunction to pre- 
vent the holding of an election tomorrow 
under control of the Osgood people. 

The court refused to take cognizance of the 
minutes of the meeting of July 80, at which 
it was alleged the bylaws of the company 
had been amended in such a way as to make 
Osgood the returning board and guiding 
spirit of the election. Neither would the 
court order the admission of proxies issued 
dy trust companies of New York, on the 
ground that he was not in a position to 
verify these certificates. That, he said, was 
part of the business of the board of direc- 
tors, who were in charge of the books that 
would show if these stockholders were legal- 
ly entitled to recognition. Refusal to admit 
legitimate proxies would furnish a basis for 
suits of a different character, where the 
merits of the contentions could be properly 
adjudged. 


Decision May Cause Compromise. 

The decision had been anticipated and was 
accepted without a murmur by both sides. 
In.mediately each side retired to decide upon 
further action. The Gates people have en- 
gaged to visit the plant at Pueblo tomorrow 
in company with the Osgood people, but it is 
expected that there will be no jarring influ- 
ence, as a settlement is expected before the 
election tomorrow morning. 

Phe first proposition to be considered now 
is the gain of another director on the board, 
and if that concession is made the Gates 
people will be satisfied. 

The legal battle was resumed this morn- 
ing. On behalf of the Gates faction it was 
alleged that at a secret meeting held July 30 
,of the Colorado directors of the company the 
‘bylawe were so amended that proxies held 
by John W. Gates and his associates might 
be thrown out at the annual election. The 
chairman of the meeting was empowered to 
appoint tellers to pass upon the proxies, and, 
as the tellers would be Osgood men, it was 
paid, they would reject votes supporting 
Gates. Gates asked the court to order that 
@ chairman be selected by a majority of 


votes. 
| of Osgood Faction. 

The gist of the claims of the Osgood fac- 
tion was as follows: Sixty thousand bona 
fide votes held by Chairman Osgood and his 
friends represent the majority ot the real 
holders of stock; a majority of the proxies 
held by Gates represent a gambling class 
not permanently interested in the company 
and secured by Mr. Gates by payment of 
money; Mr. Osgood repeatedly refused to 
conspire with Gates in turning the fuel and 
iron company over to the steel trust. 

Gates’ attorneys filed affidavits signed by 
all the plaintiffs, denying that they had pur- 
chased proxies or that it was their * 
to sell out to the steel trust. 


Will Not Sell to Trust. 

„ am not trying to get the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company to sell out to the steel cor- 
poration,” said Mr. Gates. The steel cor- 
poration does not want the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company. If it had wanted it it would 
have got it at the time it took in all the other 
subsidiary companies, and neither Osgood 
nor myself nor any one else could have pre- 
vented it.“ 

Attorney General Post said that the laws of 
this state were sufficient to prevent consoll- 
“dation of the Colorado Fuel and Iron com- 
pany with the steel trust, and action would 
be taken to prevent such nn 
should it be attempted.

Despite the compromise story there 18 a 
rumor tonight that two separate stockhold- 
ers“ meetings will be held tomorrow, the one 
called by the present officers of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company and another by Mr. 
Gates and those he represents. Each will

Expect to Get Advance. 

It is believed by the members of the butch- 
ers’ union that the packers will grant the 
advance. Two weeks ago the packers 
Sranted a similar advance to the sheep 
‘butchers, and this leads the butchers to be- 
lieve that they will encounter no particular 
difficulty... 

The scale covers over a score of the various 
processes of reducing a steer to dressed beef. 
The highest paid men at present are getting 
45 cents an hour for splitting the carcasses in 
two and doing-similar expert work, and they 
will ask for 50 cents. The lowest pay goes 
to the men who handle the cattle in the pen. 
and the packers ‘will be asked to raise them 
from 17 to 20 cents. 

In addition, the men want a ten hour work-

The bringing of suits by ex-state em- |

been suggested. Such suits might plague 
the persons against whom they were 
brought, but the ex-employé, as a rule, would

It can be stopped only by law. That the

MORE TROUBLE IN GUAM. 

Commander Schroeder, who steceeded the 
redoubtable Capt. Leary as the governor 
of Guam, econtioually finds himself in 
trouble. Capt. Leary ruled absolutely and 
without any reference to the administra- 
tion at Washington. What he wished to 
do he did without consulting any one and 
without making any report, until at last his 
performances became so absurd and extra- 
gubernatorial that the navy department was 
forced to take cognizance of what was going 
on in our far away possession, The re- 
snit was that Capt. Leary was removed 
and Commander Schroeder appointed in his 
place. 

The change was made nearly a year ago 


and nothing more was thought of Guam 


or Commander Schroeder. Congress ap-

structions before the department. It ap- 
pears that since Schroeder came into an- 
thority a native lias been sentenced to death 
for murder. During the Leary administra- 
tion the captain was the only court of ap- 
peal, so naturally the counsel for the 
criminal has appealed to the commander for 
a new trial. He hunted through the naval 
regulations to see just what authority he 
had in the premises. Being unable to dis- 
cover that he had any authority to grant 
a new trial he has held up the case until 
he can hear from Washington. After sey-' 
eral months the secretary of the navy. 


received the appeal. He studied the prob-.

it on to the attorney general. ‘ 

It may be possible that the attorney gen- 
eral can solve it, but inasmuch as he has 
his hands full of problems much more im- 
portant than the fate of the Guam native it 
is not likely that he will be able to reply to 
Commander Schroeder for a long time to 
come “It may be for years and it may be 
forever.”

SUFFRAGE IN ALABAMA. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat makes 
an interesting analysis of the registration 
in Alabama under the new constitution. 
Official returns have been received from 


all but three counties and they show that: 
the suffrage provisions have accomplished 


exactly what they were meant todo. They 
have practically wiped out the negro vote 
and that without disfranchising any whites. 

The registration ordinarily would have 
been large, but under the new consti- 
tution the total registration of the state 
will be 183,712, and of this total not 
more than 2,500 are negroes. The de- 


tails of the registration tell the story. | 


The white registration has been exceptional- 
ly large, larger even than that of Louisi- 
ana or Mississippi, but in several counties 
no negroes registered. Montgomery, the 
largest negro county in the state, with 
52,207 black population, registered but for- 
ty-seven negroes; Dallas, with 45,372 ne- 
groes, but sixty-seven; Butler, with 13,246, 
only one; Conecuh, with 7,703, but two; 


Lee, with 10,067, but four; and Tallapoosa, . 
with 10,688, but two. Even in Booker Wash- 
ington’s county, where so many of the. 
younger negroes have had the benefit of the 
Tuskegee institute, but fifty-two negroes.

LETTER OF MAROQUISE DE FONTEROY

HERE is something intensely dramatic 
in connection with the conviction of 
Paligzolo of instigating the murder of 
the Marquis Notarbartolo, which has 
not been mentioned in the cable dis- 
patches from Rome describing the conclu- 
sion of this cause célébre at Bologna the 
ether day: If Palizzolo, who has for a long 


time past represented the city of Palermo, 
that is to say, the metropolis of Sicily, in 


the national legislature at Rome, and who 
has been the political boss of the island, as 
well as chief, or No, 1 of Mafia, has been 


brought to justice, it is entirely due to the 


efforts of the son of the murdered marquis. 
This son is a naval lieutenant, and a year 
after hie father’s murder, away back in 
1892, having ascertained that the assassina- 
tion was the work of the Mafia, he sought an 
audience with the late King Humbert and 
requested permission from him to go on 
half pay and to be relieved of all further 


duty until he had succeeded in running to 


earth his father’s murderers and in bring- 
ing them to justice. The king readily gave 


‘it his consent, wished the young lleutenant 


success in his self-imposed mission, prom- 


‘ised him his support, and, at the same 


time, undertook, in compliance with the 
young officer’s entreaty, to refrain from 
talking about the matter or from letting it 
be known that he, the king, was interested 
in the pursuit of the murderers. 

For eight long and weary years the lieu- 


tenant devoted himeelf exclusively to the 


work of hunting down his father’s assas- 
sins. Every conceivable obstacle was placed 


| in his way by politicians, by high dignitaries 
| of the government, by magistrates, and even 


by the superior officials of the department 
to which he belonged—namely: that of the 
navy. He may be said to have carried his 
life in bis hands during that time. Repeated 
attempts were made to kill, maim, or kid- 
nap him, and he was well aware that in Si- 
cily, where most of his work had to be done, 
every one of the authorities, nay, even the 
railroad officials and municipal employés, 
were leagued against him. 

And after he had acquired early in this 
still hunt the certainty that Pallszolo was 
the person principally, responsible for the 
crime, he had the mortification of seeing 
the man treated by Premier Crispi as an in- 
timate friend, as a close political associate, 
and as a welcome and honored guest at 
his house, while another Italian premier, 
the marquis di Rudini, whose son is now 
in this country, actually went to the lerigth 
of securing for Palizzolo the commander- 
ship of the Order of St. Maurice and St. 
Lazarus, the king, of course, being ignorant 
at the time when he signed the decree con- 
ferring the order of the fact that Palizzolo 
was in any way concerned in the assassina- 
tfon of the Marquis Notarbartolo. . 


The work of running Palizzolo to earth 


carried his victim's son throughout the north- 
ern part of Africa, to the Argentine repub- 
lic, and to the United States. For, as usual 
in other crimes for which the Mafia is re- 
sponsible, the instruments thereof, that is 
to say, the men who have merely carried 
out the orders of their chief, are at once 
sent out of the kingdom, usually across the 
Atlantic, either to the United States or to 
South America. 

At length success crowned the efforts of 
the lieutenant, now a prematurely old man. 
Palizzolo was arrested and indicted for mur- 
der. Of course, it would have been impos- 
sible to secures justice in Sicily, where the 
entire country is either tainted with the 
So the 


a ten months’ trial, characterized by all sorts 
of sensational features, Palizzolo has at last 
been convicted and sentenced to thirty years’ 
** rigorous Imprisonment.’’ 

This penalty as carried out under Italian 
law, entailing as it does solitary confinement, 
is the most severe known to any penal code, 
invariably resulting in a few years either 
in suicide or insanity. Indeed, it is so terri- 
ble a punishment, that it has often been ar- 
gued that it would be more merciful to re- 
vive in its stead the death penalty, which 
is abolished in Italy. 

It has always been the boast of the Mafia 
that it could reach its victim on the judicial 
bench and deliver its protégé on the steps 
of the gallows. It will be interesting to see 
whether it can make good its boast in the 
The fact that 


trial and convicted its a tremendous blow 
dealt at the prestige of the society. And, if 
it is now unable to procure Palizzolo’s es- 
eape, or to alleviate his lot in prison, it will 
stand confessed as powerless when faced 
by resolute authorities, and will become be- 
reft of much of the terror which it has until 
now inspired. 

Nowhere has the course of this trial and 
its outcome been watched with more pro- 
found interest than by the Italian element 
in this country, and nowhere will its epi- 
logue be awaited with more eagerness than 
here. For the large Italian population in 
this country, once they realize that Palizzolo 
has gone to his doom, and that the latter is 
irrevocable, will realize that the death knell 
has sounded of that Mafia which has pur- 
sued them with its terrors even across the 
broad Atlantic ocean. 

— 

The circumstances of the crime are well 
known. It may be timely, however, to give 
here the opening remarks of the young lieu- 
tenant when placed on the witness stand 
at Bologna. 

My father,“ he declared, was killed 
by the order and by the agents of Command- 
er Palizzolo, He caused my father to be 
killed, first of all, becauge the latter had, 
while mayor of Palermo, obliged him to 
restore to the municipal treasury largesums 
of public moneys which he, Palizzolo, had 
deliberately stolen while city treasurer. And, 
secondly, because the marquis had become 
aware, while governor of the National Bank 
of Sicily, of a number of frauds and forger- 
les perpetrated at the expense of the in- 
stitution by Paligzolo. The frauds had 
placed the bank in a critical condition, so 
critical, indeed, that the inspector general 
of the national bandes had been sent from 
Rome by the minister of finance in order to 
investigate its condition. 

My father had furnished the inspector 
with information as to the manner in which 
the institution had been robbed by Paliz- 
zolo, and Was on his way back to Palermo 
from his country seat, whither he had gone 
to fetch certain papers, documents, and let- 
ters, comprising the forged acceptances and 
bogus mortgages; in fact, most of the papers 
clinching the guilt of Palizzolo, when he 
was murdered in his railroad carriage. None 
of his money was taken from him. Even 


his watch remained in his pocket and his 


jeweled pin in hig necktie. Only his wallet 
of papers had disappeared when his body 
was recovered. 


Palizzolo is an extraordinary man, and, 
prior to his arrest and while still political 
boss of Sicily, made his headquarters in the 
Villa Rosa palace at Palermo. It was there 
that he used to receive his political friends, 
adherents, and those who wished to pro- 
pitiate him. His receptions were levees, in 
the old Versailles sense of the word, for he 
was in the habit of receiving everybody that 
wished to see him before he rose from his 
bed, and would then get up and dress and 
perform all the operations of his toilet in 
full view of the crowd of men and women 
who thronged the room, 

The crowd comprised as a rule magistrates, 
nobiles, public functionaries, ex-convicts, stu- 
dents, contractors, municipal dignitaries, 
bankers, and brigand chiefs, mingled with 
the heads of the local police force—in fact, 
the most heterogeneous crowd that it is 
possible to coneeive. In fact, I venture to 
doubt whether such a spectacle as that pre- 
sented by t in those days so dreaded 
chief of the Mafia and deputy for the city 
of Palermo, could be witnessed anywhere 
else in the world, : 

The Villa Rosa palace itself belongs to the 
two dukes of Villa Rosa, who murdered their 
sister's flancé, a naval lleutenant, after he 
had been dining with them and just as he 
was — the palace. 

Although caught red handed t 
mot be convicted until the Shim 
trial had been transferred from Sicily to 
the mainland, owing to their belonging to 
the Mafia. They were convicted of the young 
man's death—he was stabbed by them in 
the back after having broken bread with 
them and while still their guest—and are 
now serving out life sentences along with 
a number of other titled criminals. 

They ate, however, so far as I am aware 
the only two full fledged dukes of ancient 
and illustrious lineage who are wearing the 
garb and the chains of life convicts in the 
oid world, and may be considered as the 
me plus ultra of the aristocracy of crime,
